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Bland the Assembly in November, 1764 claimed not only that 
the British Parliament had no right to tax Virginia but that it 
had no right to pass any local law.]

April, to let blood in the left Arm on the 3rd, 12th, or 15th, 
but the head of bleeding on the 7th, 8th, 10th and 20th. 

May — This month let blood on the 1st, or 8th, 27th, or 28th. 
But take heed of the 2d, 5th, and 6th. It will be hurtful, 

June. — To bleed do it on 28th day. Take heed not to bleed 
on 7th, 10th, 16th, 18th, or 20th. 

July. — Bleed not this month ; but ba shore not on these days : 
13th, 15th. 

August. — Avoid bleeding on these days, 1st, 20th, 29th, 30th. 

September. — Bleed not on 4th, 16th, 21st nor 22d, but bleed 
on 17th or 18th. 
October^ — Bleed not on these days, 3d, 5th, 26th days. 

November. — On this month bleed not without a grate oc- 
casion, but then bleed not on these days, 5th, 6th, 15th, 18th, 
28th, and 29th days. 

December.— This month bleed not without grate need, but 
in such a case, not on 5th, 7th, 15th, 17th, nor 22cl, but on the 
26th day thou mayst bleed without damage.
